farmers. He declared that Dr. Ruh- 
land is merely doing his duty as any 
conscientious official should do. 
To Fanners* Interest 
"It Is the farm ers’ own interest to 
test their cows,” continued the state 
veterinarian. 
"Nothing will absorb 
dirt and heat germs 
faster 
than 
milk will. It is a product peculiarly 
susceptible to contamination by out­ 
side forces and is not calculated to 
be handled and used in its raw’ state. 
Very few up-to-date 
farmers today 
care to have their high-priced calves 
drink any milk hut that from tested 
cows. 
It is evident, therefore, that 
babies, to say nothing of other pre­ 
cious lives, should he f e d - on milk 
at least as pure as th at we feed our 
calves.”

"Where a complaint alleges that a dog 
attacked and wounded a person who 
at the time was where he might law­ 
fully be and in the exercise of e»dl- 
nary care it is unnecessary to go 
further and allege that the dog was 
vicious or mischievous.

is necessarily vicious, and a separate 
allegation to that effect is unneces­ 
sary. The law no longer 'allows a dog 
his first bite,' as was said to be the 
case before the passage of the law 
abolishing proof of scienter.”

; losing his farm and everything he 


j had in the effort. 
Three years ago 
J h* died in Washington in poverty, 
the report coming that success was 
just within his reach at the time of 
death. If the story quoted from the 
Herald be the truth others are now 
reaping the harvest of Mr. Mother- 
,a irs genius and hitter struggle. 
Tile Dispatch 
"The hull of Sir Thomas Lipton's 
latest yacht," says the disatch, “ is 


j said to resemble in important partic- 
j ulars the lines of a hull patented 
here some years ago by the late Wil­ 
liam Motherall. Mr. Motherall’s in­ 
vention was curiously 
designed to 
permit transit at high 
speed 
with 
i heavy loads through shallow waters, 
jit had some of the characteristics 
of the modern hydroplane, the in­ 
c re a s in g speed of the boat lifting it 
higher and higher from the water. 
Patent officials regarded Mr. Motli- 
erall's designs as representing a me­ 
chanical impossibility, and on that 
ground first refused a patent. 
Mr. 
Motherall thereupon constructed a 
boat according to his submitted de­ 
sign and gave trial trips on the Po­ 
tomac. The patent was then granted. 
Mr. 
Motherall’s 
experiments were 
carefully watched bv the naval aids 
of the British and Russian embas­ 
s ie s /’ 
Man was Genius 
William Motherall, who was born 
and lived until middle life on a farm 
near McGregor, is well remembered 
by people of this place not only be­ 
cause of the "freak" boat he built 
but for his many eccentricities which 
were undoubtedly for the most part 
th* eccentricities of genius. He was a 
mathematical 
prodigy. 
With 
no 
schooling beyond that obtained in the 
district school and by a method of 
his own which he called the "rule 
of the gravity curve" he solved in 
his head with astounding 
rapidity 
difficult problems in geometry, alge­ 
bra and astronomy. 
He studied for 
vears the flight of birds in the en­ 
deavor to solve the problem of aerial 
travel. 
Studied Friction 
His last years on his McGregor 
farm were devoted to the construc­ 
tion of a boat which, by reducing 
friction to a minimum, would carry 
heavy loads at high speed with small 
power, He worked on the two theor­ 
ies of lessening friction at the how 
by making the boat wredge shaped 
and minimizing friction at the bot­ 
tom by forcing air under the boat so 
that it would really rid* on a cushion 
of air instead of the water. To ac­ 
complish the latter he. first built a 
boat with two bottoms, the lower 
one perforated. Through these per­ 
forations air was forced by pumps. 
Later he discovered that air could he 
siphoned under the boat after it had 
attained a certain speed, thus grad­ 
ually lifting It out of the water.
